The closest prior art of record is either of Kreyenborg (US 6422852) or DE 
19730574. Claim 1 includes a cross piece of the control body which 
overbridges the distribution space whereas the prior art employs flush back 
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channels which are beyond the boundaries of the distribution space of the 
control body, thus not meeting the limitations of the claim.
